The country over, there is concern whether 
or not “Main Street” can maintain its traditional 
commercial power. 


This concern results from the development 
of suburban shopping centers. The problem is 
most acute in sizeable cities, where downtown 
“core” areas have been losing trade in signific- 
ant amounts to the outlying districts. But it is 
problem in smaller communities too, and it will 
grow as surely as night follows day. 

An editorial in Chain Store Age has this to 
say about it: “Main Street can be very much 
alive—but it takes more than wish fulfillment to 
keep the blood coursing through its veins. 


“The vigor of Main Street seems to depend 
on a fortunate combination of circumstances 
which includes: 


“A reasonable expectation that the central 
business district can increase, or at least hold on 
to, its share of trade. 

“The recognition by merchants, property 
owners, financing institutions and civic officials 
that they must work together to keep downtown 
on its feet. 


“The further recognition that investments 
must be made in modernization, new building, 
parking facilities, roads, public transportation, 
and sales promotion. 

“And the incentive to do what has to be done 
with all necessary speed.” 


In short Main Street can survive and prosper 
—but it will take thought, planning and work.

SOCKING THE MOTORIST 


Just about every motorist, at one 
other, kicks about the "high price of 
What he should be kicking about is t 
of gasoline taxes." 

Today—with the allegedly, "temporary" 

fourth cent that was added to the federal gas 
tax last October—the combined national average 
of federal and state taxes is more than 10 cents 
a gallon. 
This means that the taxes now average, on a na- 
tionwide basis, 48 per cent of the retail prices of 
regular grade gas, 62 per cent of the wholesale 
price, and 85 percent of the refinery price. Taxes 
actually amount to more than half of the retail 
price of the fuel in 20 states, and in some areas 
equal the refinery price. Such luxuries as fur 
coats and jewelry carry far smaller excise taxes 
and no other necessity is comparably treated. 

Moreover, here is a tax which is demonstrat- 
ing the validity of the law of diminishing returns. 
The swing toward smaller, more economical auto- 
mobiles, foreign and domestic, is largely due to 
their thrifty fuel consumption. These cars ac- 
count for more and more of our total automobile 
population. So gas tax revenues will decline be- 
cause fewer gallons will be burned. Then, no 

doubt, it will be urged that taxes be further in- 
creased to make up the loss—and so the spiral can 
go on, ad infinitum. 

The solution would seem to be a wave of pro- 
test by motorists—a category which includes 
most of the voters.

Many Disabled Under Fifty Qualified 
Under New Social Security Law 


Social Security District Man- 
ager R. C. Gehrken, Jr., stated 
today that in day-to-day opera- 
tions of the West Palm Beach 
office, he and fellow employees 


also entitled to benefits. Gehr- 


ken also pointed out that both 
men and women workers who 
are disabled are referred to the 


Vocational Rehabilitation Agen- 
cy in the State in which they 
reside, so that they may be con- 
sidered for possible rehabilita- 
tion servcies. 

Gehrken urges the residents 
of Belle Glade to visit the West 
Palm Beach Social Security Of- 
fice for further information and 
free pamphlets concerning dis- 


still find area residents who do 
not realize that now they may 
qualify at any age for social 
security disability. 

Gehrken explained that under 
the new law signed by the Presi- 
dent on September 13, 1960, 
workers who become totally 
disabled under 65 years of age 


and certain of their dependents 
may be paid monthly cash dis- 
ability benefits. Under the old 
law, no disability benefits were 
payable if the worker was un- 
der age 50. 

To qualify for these benefits, 
Gehrken said, the disabled 
worker must meet two condi- 
tions: (1) have social security 
credit for at least 5 years out 
of the 10 years just before he 
became disabled and (2) have a 
severe and long lasting disabil- 
ity which keeps him from doing 
any substantial work. 

Monthly disability benefits are 
computed on the same basis as 
retirement benefits at age 65.

They can have no share in West 
Germany's economic boom, but 
their needs are staggering. 
Clothing from America trans- 
forms them and gives them 
courage. 

Twelve bitter years of idle- 
ness and frustration separate a 
million Arabs refugees from the 
homes they once knew in Pal- 
estine. Despair is always near, 
but it is not as deep for a man 
or woman who can face the 
world in whole clean clothing. 

In Greece floods and earth- 
quakes strike each year, adding 
more misery to more than two 
million, struggling to exist after 
years of war and recurring dis- 
asters. So it is with the Chinese, 
whose millions of refugees es- 
cape io Honk-Kong. For thou- 
sands, purchase of clothing is 
only a dream but rags and cold 
are ever present. Distribution of 
clothes sent from America is 
their only hope. Grinding po- 
verty is the way the majority 
of the Pahistans lives deepened 
by recurring famine and disas- 
ter and others including Hol- 
land, India, Korea, North Africa 
and Austria, are in dire need of 
clothing.

Fla. Expects Gain Of Four In Congress 


Florida's fourth Congression- 
al district moved up to the se- 
cond most populous district in 
the nation during the past ten 
years while the state's sixth dis- 
trict grew 158 per cent to rank 
it third nationally, the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce 
said yesterday. 

“Dade and Monroe counties, 
which comprise the fourth dis- 
trict, have a combined popula- 
tion of 966,251, a gain of 84 per- 
cent, according to the prelim. 
inary official count. Only one 
district, in southern California, 
is larger by about 40,000. 

“The sixth Florida district ex- 
tends from Indian River county 
through Broward and across the 
state to the Gulf. This area of 
eleven -counties has a popula- 
tion of 733,367, up 158 per cent 
from 1950. One district each in 
California and New York-grew 
faster. 


"Florida's first district, with|^ 


a population of 807,182, ranked 
seventh nationally in size and 
registered an 85 per cent gain 
during the ten years. Hills- 
borough, Pinellas, Pasco and 
Hernando comprise this district. 

"The fifth district extends 
from St. Johns county through 
Brevard and westward through 


Orange and Citrus. The eleven | Lo: 


county population totals 728, 
789, up 96 per cent. 


“The 16 counties in the third 
district begin at Jefferson and 
extend through Escambia with 
a total population of 560,691, 
up 39 per cent. Duval and Clay 
counties make up the second 
district's 467,724 population 
which gained 47 per cent since 
1950. 


Levy, Alachua and Baker, 15 
counties, has a population of 
240,049 and a 14 per cent gain. 


"Florida's 76 per cent gain 
in population during the past 
decade to a present count of 4, 
886,016, is expected to credit the 
state with four more members 
in the national House of Repre- 
sentatives when final popula- 
tion counts are tallied."

Stetson Enrollment 
Increased By 10 Percent 


At 10 percent increase in total 
enrollment for Stetson Univer- 
y has been announced by Dr. 
liam Hugh McEniry, dean 
of the university. 

Final totals now show 1969 
students enrolled for the fall of 
1960 versus 1793 for last year. 

There are 1432 daytime stu- 
ents on the Leland campus and 
297 evening students. A total 
of 240 are enrolled on the St. 
Petersburg campus. None of 
these figures includes regist- 
rants at five extension centers, 
however, since interested per- 
sons may still enroll. 

‘The freshman class on the De- 
Land campus totals 470, a bet- 
ter than 30 percent increase 
over last fall and the largest 
new class since the enrollment 
bulge after World War 1. This 
increase came despite openings 
by six new colleges in Fla. this 
fall. The majority of new stu- 
dents are from Florida but 
Georgia is represented strong- 
ly by 51 students.

226 men and 14 women, the
